Berlin, as well as in the other cities, the 
municipalities and voluntary citizens' 
committees made preparations for the 
day ; stores were closed and business 
was suspended from noon. 

At the banquetting hall of theRathaus 
in this city, a special celebration was 
held, arranged by the city council, con- 
sisting of a session in honor of the day 
and of an oration in the forenoon. In 
Dresden, Munich, Stuttgart, Leipsic, 
Breslau, Hamburg, Hanover and other 
cities, celebrations were held under the 
auspices of the local governments. At 
Nuremberg the celebration was specially 
impressive and general. A grand ova- 
tion, in which the singing and veteran 
associations participated, took place on 
the picturesque square this evening. 
Thousand oi torches and a Hood of elec- 
tric lights enlivened the scene. 

The fete at the Whitehall of the 
Schloss, which was preceded by service 
in the Protestant and Catholic churches, 
began at 10:45 a.m., in the presence of 
the highest dignitaries of the Empire 



moned the plenipotentiaries of our 
mighty allies and the representatives of 
the people ; also those men who at that 
great epoch prominently contributed to 
the work of the union of the German 
people. Surrounded by flags and stand- 
ards, glorious regiments, witnesses of 
the death-defying courage of armies, 
which greeted the first' Emperor of that 
date, we will recall to memory that 
picture which the fatherland in the 
union of its princes and nations then 
presented." 

Having thanked Providence for the 
blessings bestowed upon the empire, His 
Majesty declared that so far, with God's 
help, his grandfather's vow to protect 
the rights of the empire and preserve 
peace had been fulfilled, He spoke of 
the record of advancement achieved un- 
der the direction of the great Emperor, 
of Prince Bismarck and other distin- 
guished statesmen, saying that while it 
had been necessary in the interest of 
peace to maintain the army in the high- 
est state of efficiency, the nation had 
been able to devote itself undisturbed to 
internal development. He culled on all 
to sink party differences and support 
him in promoting its greatness and pros- 
perity. He concluded: 

" We sliali then be able to oppose 
unitedly and solidly any attack upon 
our independence, and devote ourselves 
undisturbed to the cultivation of our 
interests. But the German empire is 
far from being in danger from other 
states. Always enjoying the respect 
and confidence of nations, she will con- 
tinue in the future, as in the past, a 
strong pillar of peace." 

The reference to Prince Bismarck and 
to peace were applauded in a lively man- 
ner. His Majesty, after lie had conclud- 
ed reading his message, seized the stand- 
ard of the First Regiment of Guards and 
exclaimed loudly : "In view, of these 
venerable colors, which have a glorious 
history of two hundred years, 1 renew 
the vow to defend the honor of the peo- 
ple and the country at home and abroad, 
one Emperor, one people, one God." 
Baron von Lerchenfeld, Bavarian envoy 
to the federal council, then called for 
cheers for the Emperor. There was an 
enthusiastic response. 

Following the celebration at the 
White hall, the Emperor reviewed the 
"garde du corps." His Majesty also 
received a delegation representing the 
students of all the German universities. 
Ihe address to the Emperor was made

71. The jewel studded insignia of the 
empire, crown, sceptre and globe, were 
borne by dignitaries standing on both 
sides of the throne. The presence of 
Herr Simpson, the veteran president of 
the reichstag in 1871, and of the leading 
generals of the war still alive, added 
much interest to the scene. Delegations 
from all the regiments whose chief was 
the Emperor William I, or whose chief 
is the present Emperor, were also in at- 
tendance. All the Hags and banners be- 
longing to regiments outside .Berlin 
gathered at Potsdam depot yesterday 
and were escorted by a company of the 
Second Guard regiment to the Schloss. 

The festival at the palace was attend- 
ed by the Empress, ex'-Kmpress Frede- 
rick and the four oldest princes. The 
statues of Emperors William and .Frede- 
rick were crowned with laurel. When 
the Emperor entered the white hall, 
Baron von Buol-Berenberg, president of 
the Reichstag, called for cheers for His 
Majesty. These were given heartily 
and His Majesty then read the mes- 
sage from the throne, in which lie said: 

"Twenty-five years having elapsed 
since the day when His Majesty our 
grandfather answering the appeal of the 
German princes of the free to wma and the 
desire of t he nation, assumed the digni- 
ty of Emperor, we have decided 
to celebrate the memory of this 
remarkable event which brought the 
final brilliant fulfilment of theaepirations 
which the German people liave enter- 
tained so long, which restored the um- 
pire to the position to which she was 
entitled among the nations of the world, 
by her history, development and cul- 
ture. For this purpose we have sum- 



was a state banquet, and the Schloss und 
city were illuminated in honor of the 
occasion. The parade of the troops 
was a brilliant success. The vari- 
ous flags were taken under es- 
cort from the Schloss, the two eldest 
sons of Prince Albreeht, of Prussia, 
acting as color officers for the liret time. 
Emperor William was attired in the fall 
uniform of the "garde du corps" with 
the colors of the order of the Black 
Eagle showing over his cuirass. The 
troops presented arms when His Majesty 
appeared and the colors were lowered. 
The followed the march past, the Crown 
Prince and Princes Eitel, Fritz and 
Waldemar joining in the procession. 

Commemorative medals, specially 
struck for the occasion and having a 
I portrait of William 1 on one side and 
the Imperial crown surrounded by a 
laurel wreath on the other side, will be 
presented to all of the prominent peonle 
taking part in to-days fetes. Among 
those invited to be present at the cere- 
monies at the Schloss to-day was the 
former chancellor, General Count von 
Capri vl.

London, Jan. 18. — It seems to be the 
general opinion here that the events of 
the past week have in no way impaired 
the prestige of Great Britain. The 
agreement arrived at with France re- 
garding Siam is, for instance, gravely 
looked upon in some' quarters as being 
an excellent reply to Emperor William's 
dispatch to President Kruger on tite re- 
Btilt of the Transvaal invasion in spite 
of the utterances to the contrary of the 
French newspapers. 

La Liberte, of Paris, on Wednesday 
had an interview with Mr. Berthelot, 
the French minister of foreign affairs, in 
which he was quoted as saying: "The 
(Mekong) convention does not modify 
our external policy the English news- 
papers are wilfully mistaken in declar- 
ing that England has obtained France's 
co-operation in the settlement of Eng- 
land's foreign difficulties." 

Yet, in face of this, the newspapers 
here look upon the Mskong agreement 
as being a triumph for British diplo- 
macy and a slap for Emperor William. 
On the other hand, it was indisputably 
announced to-day that the Ashantee 
war had been ended with the complete 
submission of King Prempeh, and the 
news is received with great satis- 
faction, as it frees Great Britain's 
hands from what promised to 
be a troublesome little war. The 
elation at Great Britain's apparently 
successful issue from a delicate situa- 
tion, combined with the confidence 
aroused by the promptness with which 
the naval preparations were carried out, 
has given a tone of cocksureness to a 
portion of the press and a majority of 
the people. 

The Standard is so elated that it talks 
about Great Britain holding her own 
against any live or six of the Great 
Powers and" thinks it a matter of su- 
preme indifference as to how the powers 
may group themselves. 

The St. James Ga/.ette, however, 
strongly reproaches Englishmen for such 
an opinion, describes the Standard's 
remarks " swagger " and asks pertinent- 
ly if Great Britain is prepared to con- 
tend against France, Russia, Germany, 
Austria and the United States, and says : 
" Surely this is making a great deal too 
much of the fact that we have built a 
few ironclads and cruisers rapidly dur- 
ing the last few years." Continuing, 
the Gazette proceeds to enumerate the 
vulnerable points of Great Britain's 
armor, namely, the insufficient number 
of cruisers, lack of trained men and 
officers to man the fleet, a tiny army, etc. 

In connection with the possibility of 
war between Great Britain and one or 
more of the powers, the newspapers to- 
day give much prominence to an article 
from the pen of a distinguished military 
strategist, Oapt. Baron von Lutwit, of 
the Prussian general staff, which lias ap- 
peared in the Militia " Wockenblatt." 
Discussuig the chances of an invasion of 
Great Britain, Capt. von Lutwit con- 
cludes with the remark that " though an 
invasion of this country would be, dan- 
gerous, it is in no way impossible." The 
English newspapers retort by repeating 
the remark attributed to Field Marshal 
von Moltke, that he had many plans for 
getting into England, but none for get- 
ting out again. 

The admiralty department telegraphed 
to the iron manufacturers of the Mid- 
lands yesterday to dispatch immediately 
further consignments of ship ironwork 
and other requisites for pushing the 
completion of warships now in hand. 
In addition, ti e military authorities 
have enrolled a large number of 
additional employes at the Gov- 
ernment, factories and the men 
are all working overtime. Cart- 
ridges for the new magazine rifles 
are being turned out by the millions, 
and enormous quantities of shells are 
iKiing manufactured. The factories are 
also turning out as rapidly as possible 
large numbers of field ami naval guns, 
and ■ teps are being taken to push this 
branch of the defences very strongly. 

AN US WILLING! VICTIM. 

Coaxed Into the Contest Against Sir Charles 
—Mr. Laurier's Poor Company. 

Halifax, Jan. 18. — The Reform mem- 
bers of the local legislature, headed by 
Premier Fielding, have held a caucus in 
the room of Hon. George Murray, gov- 
ernment leader of the legislative coun- 
cil, the object being to induce him to 
allow himself to be nominated for 
Cape Breton county in opposition 
to Sir Charles Tupper. Mr. Mur- 
ray ofl'ered strong objections at first, 
but finally consented to consider the 
matter, which is understood to signify 
acceptance. The Cape Breton Liberals 
will meet on Tuesday to select a candi- 
date, and the Conservatives will meet 
on Thursday. Mr. Murray has been the 
Liberal candidate in successive contests 
for the Commons and Legislature since 
1880 without once being successful. 

Montreal, Jan. 18.— Sir Charles Tup- 
per, Bart., arrived here last evening and 
drove immediately to the residence of 
Sir Donald A. Smith, where he will re- 
rhaln till he leaves for the campaign in 
Cape Breton. 

ToROMTOj Jan. 18.— The Mail and Em- 
pire editorially savs : " The reason why 
Mr. Laurier is unable to rise to a united 
and properly protected Dominion is be- 
cause he is associated with men who 
are not for unity either British or Cana- 
dian.

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A CLEAR CASE OF REPUDIATION. 

In reply to some remarks of ours in 
our issue of Tuesday the Times says: 

" Manitoba has repudiated no consti- 
tutional obligation, it has not disre- 
garded or violated the terms of confeder- 
ation, it has not violated or evaded any 
provision of the federal compact." 

What, we ask, is Manitoba doing now 
if it is not repudiating a constitutional 
obligation? Did not Manitoba agree to 
grant the denominational minority a 
right to appeal to the Governor-General 
in Council against any act of the Legis- 
lature by the operation of which they 
might consider themselves aggrieved? 
Did not t lie federal compact point out 
the way in which the minority should 
proceed to obtain a redress of its griev- 
ance, and did not Manitoba in that com- 
pact agree to leave it to the Parliament 
of the Dominion to settle any dispute 
that might arise between the majority 
and the minority with respect to the 
matter of education'.' 

The compact itself gives a clear and 
sufficient answer to these questions. The 
second subsection of section l'l' of the 
Manitoba Act; which the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council designates 
''Tlii: parliamentary compact,'' reads: 

An appeal shall lie to the Governor- 
General in Council from any Act or de- 
cision of the Legislature of the Province 
or of any Provincial authority affecting 
any right or privilege of the Protestant 
or Roman Catholic minority of the 
Queen's subjects in relation to educa- 
tion. 

This is surely plain enough for any 
person gifted with common sense to under- 
stand. According, then, to tlio terms of 
confederation the Protestant or Roman 
Catholic minority of Manitoba can 
appeal from any Aet of the 
Legislature to the Governor-Gen- 
eral in Council. It follows as a mat- 
ter of course that the Governor-General I 
in Council has power to hear that ap- 
peal and to decide whether it is well- 
founded or ill-founded. The minority 
having made their appeal anil the Gov- | 
ernor General in Council having given ' 
his decision upon it, and submitted that 
decision to the government of Manitoba, 
the compact directs what is next to be 
done. Subsection (S) of the same sec- 
tion of the Manitoba Act slates: 

In ease any such Provincial law as 
from time to time seems to the Govern- I 
or General in Council requisite lor the 
duo execution of the provisions of this 
section is not made, or in case any deci- j 
sion of the Governor General in Council j 
on any appeal under this .section is not 
duly executed by the proper Provincial i 
authority in that behalf, then, and in j 
every such case, and as far only as the 
circumstances in each may require, the 
Parliament of Canada may make reme- | 
dial laws for the due execution of the 
provisions of this section and of any de- 
cision of the Governor General in Coun- 
cil under this section. 

It must be remembered that the 
section we have just quoted is a pro- 
vision of the terms under which Mani- 
toba entered the Confederation— a con- 
dition, so to speak, of the deed of 
partnership. From this condition it is 
seen that Manitoba has agreed to sub- 
mit any dispute that may arise between 
the minority, whether ProteHtant or 
Catholic, and the majority, to the Parlia- 
ment of the Dominion for final settle- 
ment. There can be no doubt about 
this. 

Well, in the present case the Roman 
Catholic minority did appeal from the 
Act of the Manitoba Legislature, as the 
Constitution permits. The Governor- 
General-in-Council entertained the ap- 
peal as the law gives him the power to 
do. Me submitted his decision to the 
Government of Manitoba. The recom- 
mendations he made were rejected by 
the Provincial authorities. It now re- 
mains for the Governor-Generul-in« 



Council to submit the remedial measure 
to the Parliament of the Dominion — the 
tribunal which Manitoba itself has 
chosen to settle the difference. 

Every step in the proceedings has 
been made according to law — or rather 
according to Manitoba's agreement. 
Docs Manitoba acquiesce in the submis- 
sion of its case to the tribunal of its own 
choosing? It does nothing of the kind. 
In the face of its agreement it asserts its 
right to make what laws it pleases with 
regard to education, and it designates 
the carrying out of the agreement, pre- 
cisely as that agreement directs, " coer- 
cion." And the Dominion is told by 
those who profess to be the friends of 
Manitoba to refrain from any sort of in- 
terference with its legislation on any 
pretence whatever. If this is not re- 
pudiation of the terms of confederation 
we do not know what repudiation means. 

Manitoba is at present in the position 
of a party who has agreed to submit his 
dispute to arbitration, but who when 
the time comes to place the case before 
the arbitrators, protests most violently, 
and makes no end of fuss. Does out- 
neighbor consider this carrying out an 
agreement solemnly made in good faith? 

The Times imports matters into the 
case as it now stands that do not pro- 
perly belong to it, and mixes things up 
that have now really no connection with 
it, For its sake and the sake of our 
readers who want to come to a sound 
and a reasonable decision on this very 
important matter we will recapitulate: 

It is admitted that the Manitoba min- 
ority had a right to appeal from the act 
of the legislature. 

It is admitted that the Governor-Gen- 
eral-in-Council had power to hear that 
appeal and to come to a decision upon 
it, whether that decision was wise or 
unwise — sound or unsound, well-ex- 
pressed or badly expressed, is nothing 
to the purpose. 

It is admitted that the Governor- 
General in Council was required to sub- 
mit his decision to the Government of 
Manitoba. 

It is admitted that if thedecision of the 
Governor-General is not executed by the 
" Provincial authority," the Gwvemor-

According to a proclamation promin- 
ently displayed at the offices of the Brit- 
ish Columbia District Telegraph and 
Delivery Co. yesterday morning, Vic- 
toria is threatened with a repetititnin 
less than a fortnight's time of all the hor- 
rors of the memorable two-hour strike 
among the messengers of one year ago. 
A private view of the " notice " referred 
to was the first intimation Manager 
Fred. G. White received of the impend- 
ing trouble, and though it must have 
sent class B chills racing down his back 
in double tandem, the only intimation 
he gave of his appreciation of the gravity 
of the sit uation was to wrap his overcoat 
more closely around him nnd read 
through the edict of the prospective 
strikers without the quiver of an eyelid. 
The document was not of a joy-inspiring 
nature, but calculated rather to bring 
the hair to pompadour even when the 
barber had taken pains to give a senator 
cut. Here is the way the warning 
read : 

NOTICE. 

On and after the .".1st of January, 1896, 
we, the messengers, are going on strike for 
no lines or shortage, And any person who 
shall take our place on the force will be shot 
at a lonely place by night. 

The " notice " is signed " By Order," 
and is decorated in the northeast cor- 
ner with a photograph of the familiar 
face of a down-east pumpkin lantern, 
with two golf sticks crossed amidships 
below. There is, too, an oblong object 
in close company which somewhat re- 
sembles a match-box, but which the ar- 
tist with all good intentions evidently 
meant for a coffin. 

Nor was this proclamation, with its 
ornate decoration, the only exhibit of 
the strikers, for suspended over the pas- 
sage way leading to the cloakroom a 
boldly printed sign struck the eye — un- 
less one stooped to avoid it — with the 
courage-inspirer : 

"itEMEMBElt THE STRIKE BOYS." 

Later in the day Manager White was 
waited upon by a delegation of the dis- 
satisfied, who explained that the time 
had come, in their opinion, for a gen- 
eral increase of salaries or else heroic 
action. The boys wanted all fines and 
" shortages " to be done away with, and 
the salary attached to the office of mes- 
senger increased from $15 per month to 
any figure between $20 and two hun- 
dred. As yet the increase has not gone 
into effect. 

There are about fourteen Victoria boys 
in the employ of the Company, who is 
Mr. Springer of Vancouver. They are 
subject to rules which they are made to 
clearly understand on engagement, and 
which provide for the infliction of fines 
for certain breaches of discipline and for 
the charging against any messenger of 
any uncollectable credits he may give 
on his own responsibility. As a rule 
fi lies and shortages will not exceed 25 or 
50 cents a month per messenger. The 
percentage system generally adopted in 
the cities to the south has not been 
adopted here, and the company regard 
$15 per month as very fair wages for 
young boys during the hard times. 

Asa matter of fact, said the night 
operator last evening, these hoys don't 
know what they want. Somebody's been 
jollying them about the 'Frisco strike, 
and they want to go out two. I don't 
think they'll strike hard enough to hurt 
anything. Just now tin y feel big enough 
to buy out the concern and put Mr. 
Springer and Mr. White in uniforms, 
but they'll get over that. I suppose if 
they di) strike they'll get fired and 
that'll be the end of it. There ain't going 
to be any rioting and the B.C.G.A. 
won't be called out until all other meas- 
ures fail. 

The best, thing about the threatened 
walkout, is that should worst come to 
worst no poor women and children will 
sufl'er as in the ease of most strikes. The 
majority of the messengers are from nine 
to fourteen years of age— and unmarried.

THE HALL MINES. 

Annual Meeting— Satisfactory Reports From 
the Managers. 

The third ordinary general meeting of 
the Hall Mines, Limited (British Colum- 
bia), was held at the offices of the com- 
pany, Leadenhall buildings, Leadenhall 
street, London, E.G., on Tuesday, 17th 
day of December, 1895. Mr. Robert 
Day presided. The secretary (Mr. F. 
Ramsay), havine read the notice con- 
vening the meeting. 

The Chairman, having taken the re- 
port and balance sheet as read, in the 
course of his remarks said: 

There is little in the report that calls 
for comment, as it speaks for itself. 
Since it has reached your hands, how- 
ever, our engineer at the works (Mr. 
Davys) has sent us a full report, contain- 
ing an epitome of the work, both under 
and over ground, that has been accom- 
plished since he came into office in 
March, and I can heartily congratulate 
the shareholders on the greatly improved 
ouilook which he has demonstrated after 
nine months' intelligent development of 
our property. (Hear, hear.) I have the 
pleasure of knowing Mr. Davys person- 
ally, and it may interest you to learn 
that his connection with these mines did 
not commence in March last, because 
long before the Hall mines — which are 
better known in Canada as the Silver 
King group — became a limited company, 
and during the lifetime of the late Mr. 
Richard Day Atkins, Mr. Davys had the 
most intimate intercourse with him as a 
fellow-worker. He knew his whole 
mind so far as it had reference to these 
mining claims on Toad mountain, and 
any success that has followed the efforts 
of Mr. Davys owes i La origin to his own 
mining talents, his clear and practical 
common sense and discernment, and the 
knowledge that lie acquired as an old 
resident in the country, and by his long 
converse with Mr. Atkins. In March 
last, when he entered our employ- 
ment, Mr. Jordan estimated we 
had 35,000 tons of ore in sight, and up- 
on the 20th of November this had been 
increased to a grand total of 182,100 
tons — a gain of almost 100,000 tons of 
ore in eight months of Mr. Davys' 
management. (Hear, hear.) You w ! ll 
see tracings on the wall of the develop- 
ment work that has been done in the 
same period. These have been mainly 
confined to the work of the diamond 
drills, the power drills having driven 
through about 7,000 feet, and the hand 
drills through 2, 300 feet; 135 feet has 
been sunk in Winze F, and 05 feet in 
Winze G. making a total of 200 feet 
sunk, exclusive of the crosscuts. The 
following cable from Nelson, dated De- 
cember 15, conveys the welcome intelli- 
gence that "the smelting works will be 
shortly completed, and will be ready by 
the 31st of December." (Applause.) So 
that we can now contemplate the future 
with confidence, seeing that this most 
important and valuable adjunct to our 
mines commences its work in January, 
and we can look forward to the year 18% 
as that in which our property will rank 
among dividend-paying mines. (Hear, 
hear.) At the close of our last financial 
year, we had about 4,000 tons of ore in 
<lump. To this we have added during 
the year about 4,000 tons more, which is 
estimated to contain about 10 ounces 
silver and 5 per cent, of copper. This is 
beint; rapidly transported from the mine 
by our tramway to the ore bins, there to 
await treatment in the smelter. Hitherto 
we have refrained from making the 
work at the mine public with the ex- 
ception of a notice that appeared in the 
papers, which was embodied in a cir- 
cular to the shareholders, announcing 
the completion of the tramway and 
the progressive work at the smelter. 
The time is now fast approaching when 
monthly returns from "the smelter will 
be issued, and our property brought 
more prominently before the public. 
We have unquestionable indications of 
paying gold in the Daylight claim. 
From the shaft sunk into it five samples 
taken across the width of the vein gave 
an average of two ounces of gold to the 
ton of 2,240 pounds, as the result of as- 
says taken by Messrs. Johnson, Matthey 
it Co. The development of this and the 
adjoining claims which we have ac- 
quired will be taken up hereafter, when 
the urgent work in connection with the 
Silver King has been accomplished. In 
fact, fou have every reason to be satis- 
lied with the prospects ot your pro- 
perty. (Hear, hear.) We have these 
gold claims as a nest-egg. We have 
completed our tramway, we have proved 
new ore bodies and tapped' ore at the 
depth of 820 feet in the Silver King, 
and we have been successful on the 
" Kootenai Bonanza " in findinir ore 
there. We have, through the instru- 
mentality of Sir Joseph Trutch, made 
satisfactory and profitable arrangements 
with the provincial government, owners 
of the laud and the Canadian Pacific 
railway, as the report testifies. I have 
no mure to add, gentlemen, hut I feel 
that those of you who have waited for 
the past two years, during slow but 
suic development of these mines, are 
now upon the threshold of being re- 
warded. I have much pleasure in now 
moving the adoption of the report. 

.Mr. Walter Neilson: Gentlemen— I 
have much pleasure in rising to second 
the adoption of this report, and I think 
we may congratulate ourselves on our i 
position at the present moment. At the ! 
last meeting— the general meeting of 
the company— 1 must say that, speak- 
ing from my own point of view, it did j 
not seem to me a verv hopeful outlook. 
But during the last e'lght or nine months 
the improvement that has been made in 
our position is, 1 think, very satisfac- 
tory. ( Hear, hear.) Mr. Jordan's esti- 
mate of the amount of ore in sight was 
35,000 tons, and by diamond drill pros- 
pecting our present manager informs us 
that he has in sight 132,000 tons. This 
is certainly an enormous addition, and I 
think I would take a little off myself, 
because in using the diamond drill you 
have to make certain deductions, though 
lie may, of course, have done so. How- 
ever, it is very satisfactory. I do not 
know that 1 have much to add to this 
report, gentlemen. Mr. Davys seenrs to 
me to be carrying on his work in a very 
earnest and a very practical way in- 
deed ; but he is only a manager and not 
a shareholder, and a manager who is 
not a shareholder and who is 
enthusiastic, is inclined to spond 
money, and 1 must say that 
the amount of money that has 
been spent in that mine is enormous. 
But I am happy to say now that within 
the last few months the money that has 
been spent has been vory profitably 
spent. (Hear, hear.) I now look for- 
ward (speaking from my own point of 
view of the mine), hopeful that within a 
very abort time this mine will be a pay- 
ing concern. I think we adopted the 
proper course in laying down this tram-

way, and in coming to a decisioli to put 
a smelter. There is no doubt this 
seems to be the way in which to turn 
our property into money. With these 
remarks 1 have much pleasure in second- 
ing the adoption of this report. Let me 
just add, however, that there is an item 
In the accounts which seems to me to be 
rather vague. It is at the end of page 
11, in the income and expenditure ac- 
count. This reads: "Balance thereof 
as at 30th September, 1894, £11,402 0s. 
9d ; added during year ,\£7 ,264 1 Is. 5d. — a 
total of £18,000 12s. 2d." Against this 
there is " a stock of ore in dump at the 
mines awaiting treatment." That 
seemed to me, when I came to this meet- 
ing, to be a very vague statement — 
neither the quantity nor the value of 
the oro in dump being given. However, 
I have made some inquiry, and as to 
the value, perhaps Mr. Harvey will ex- 
plain this to us now. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Charles Harvey (consulting en- 
gineer,) said — Gentlemen, I am afraid 
that what I have to report is to a great 
extent what you have already heard. 
But I have some figures here which I 
have been requested to make known to 
you. First, let me say that the reserves 
of ore have increased very considerably 
in 1895. It has increased from 35,000 
tons to 132,000 tons to-day. I wish you 
to understand, however, that the princi- 
pal bulk of the increased reserves is esti- 
mated from borings by the diamond 
drill to 300 feet below No. 4 tunnel. But 
the progressive works by winzes and 
drif tings in the ore bodies, which are 
extended to SO feet below the tunnel, 
give the reserves to about 80,000 tons. 
These estimates are obtained by the 
mining engineer on the spot, and 1 think 
we may take them practically as a fact. 
I have carefully examined the last batch 
of the plans received from the mine, and 
if the ore exists as the report represents, 
Mr. Davys' measure is well within the 
actual figures, and I consider his esti- 
mate a conservative one. I have for 
some time ventured the opinion that 
the two bodies of ore will unite, and 
form one compact body in depth. We 
have named this the first, and that the 
second— (pointing to the plans)— and it 
looks natural that it should form, as I 
have said, one compact ore-body in 
depth. The boring has not yet proved 
this, but should my theory be substan- 
tiated later on, the reserves will be 
augmented enormously. 

A Shareholder : That is, above the 
132,000 tons? 

Mr. Harvey : Yes. It will be noticed 
on the tracings that the developments 
by winzes and driftings have been prac- 
tically nil during the past year. It was 
thought the ore reserve laid open for 
stoping was sufficient to supply the 
smelter for some time, and that the 
principal bulk of the expenditure on ex- 
ploration might, with g.eater advantage, 
be employed in prospecting the ledge by 
diamond' drills rather, than by hand 
labor. I think the result has justified 
the opinion of the board. You may 
notice on the longitudinal section that a 
new tunnel (No. 5) has been started at 
the Western boundary of the Silver 
King. It is being driven in the strike 
of the ledge with the intention mainly 
to tap the ore -body under the location 
of Winze B, and coming here, this tun- 
nel will eventually become the main 
outlet, both of debris and of drainage 
water. The floor of the tunnel is graded 
from the bins of the upper terminal of 
the aerial tramway, so that the ore, 
when stoped away, will fall into the 
hoppers, and from the hoppers to the 
trucks, and eventually (by gravitation) 
find its way to the smelter at Nelson 
without further handling. When we 
arrive at this state of working, the 
economy in the general expenditure 
will be very considerable. At Kootenay 
Bonanza we have failed, so far, to find 
any ore of great importance, though sev- 
eral drill holes have been put down. I 
am still convinced, however, that we shall 
eventually discover a payable ore-body, 
and prospecting should certainly be car- 
ried on again in the summer with the 
view of finding it. During the current 
year the stoping consisted in 070 tons of 
shipping ore, three thousand odd tons of 
second class ore (which has been put to 
the dump), and 924 tons of waste, which 
has been picked from this ore. The 
shipping ore has netted £7,955 10s lid, 
and the ore put to the dump is esti- 
mated to value £43.960. Taking from 
this figure the cost of tramming the ore 
to Nelson, the cost of smelting, and the 
freight to the refining works in the 
United States, it nets the respectable 
figure ot" £25,304, which, together with 
the value of the ore sold, amounts to 
1133,349. That is, as I understand it, 
including the ore put to the dump last 
year? 

The Secretary— Yes. 

Mr. Harvey— In summing up the fol- 
lowing figures I have estimated the value 
of the ore in the dump at forty ounces 
per ton in silver, and five percent, cop' 
per. Mr. Davys gives it as forty-four 
ounces and six per cent, respectively, 
showing that I underestimate it by 
about £5,000. The total bulk of ore in 
the dump is 8,156 tons, and basing the 
value at forty ounces per ton in silver, 
and five per cent, in copper, and taking 
cost of treatment and freight as before, 
it will net the company in ,£29,468, 
which, as you may suppose, is a very 
large item as an asset. 

A Shareholder— That is, above the 
132,000 already mentioned? 

Mr. Harvey— Yes, that has nothing to 
do with it. Those are assets lying there 
to be realized. In estimating the value 
of the reserves 1 am afraid that it is be- 
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yond my province to make an estimate, 
because it is rather a matter of building 
castles in the air. However, 1 have 
made a rough estimate, and if we can 
t ike the figures as submitted from the 
other side, why, the value of the ore 
should net the company in about £250,- 
000. But, remember, you must take 
these figures for what they are worth. 
(Hear, hear.) 

At the Gold Ledge in the Daylight 
Claim, we have done very little. The 
ledge is prospected by shaft, but the in- 
flux of water is tco great to handle with 
a common windlass. The rock to the 
depth sunk is very much disorganized, 
carrying stringers and small Beams of 
quartz which contain the gold. Some 
of the seams are rich, and yield us from 
six to two ounces per ton; but in bulk 
the auriferous rock is somewhatobscure, 
and it would cost us much in machinery 
and pumping if we proceed. Then there 
is the last report from the mines. Per- 
haps the meeting would like to have that 
read, as it contains very much informa- 
tion which they will probably like to 
hear. Any further information I can 
give, I shall be very pleased to add. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Dr. Dawson — As regards the tramway 
I do not think you said anything about 
that? Is that working satisfactorily, or 
has it not yet been started? 

The Chairman — It is not yet out of 
the contractors' hands. It has to be at 
work lor three months before it is deliv- 
ered over to us. We have been safe- 
guarded to that effect, and any hitch 
that may occur the contractors have to 
make right. 

Dr. Dawson — Has it carried any tons 
yet? 

The Chairman— Oh, yes. It has al- 
ready carried one thousand tons. 

Dr. Dawson — As regards the smelter. 
Is that on the same basis of approval be- 
fore being taken over? 

Mr. Harvey — No. We could not make 
a contract on those conditions. We 
might make a contract for the erection 
of the smelter, but not to relieve us of 
any resjwnsibility as to the working. 
No person would give any guarantee to 
that effect. I think I might say here 
that we feel justified in believing that it 
will be a success. The characteristic of 
the ore is so favorable to smelting, that 
we hope it is sure of success, t hough we 
may have two or three bad runs at first. 
But we assume that we have a very good 
man there. 

A Shareholder — Who is that? 

Mr. Harvey— Mr. Johnson. 

Another Shareholder — Mr. Chairman, 
is there any reason why the latest, re- 
port should not be read? It may avoid 
the necessity for answering a number of 
questions. 

The Chairman— I have no objection 
whatever. 

A Shareholder — I suppose there are 
other mines there in the neighborhood 
which we could treat? 

The Chairman— We hope to have to 
put up another smelter very soon, and I 
think it is very likely that we shall. 
(A pplause.) 

The Same Shareholder— That is cer- 
tainly very satisfactory. 

The Secretary (Mr. Ramsay) then read 
the report just received from Mr. Davys, 
and dated November 26, 1895. 

At the conclusion of the report, the 
Chairman said: Gentlemen, I am very 
glad that you have heard that report. I 
think you will see from it that we have 
a most capable man at the head of our 
mining works. (Hear, bear.) 

The report was adopted, and after 
some further business . 

Mr. Pitt Bremnei said — I should like 
to convey our heartiest thanks for the 
way in which Sir Joseph Trutch has 
served our interest in British, Columbia. 
(Hear, hear.) I should like the Chair- 
man (Mr. Day) to convey our warm ap- 
preciation of his efforts in the matter. 
(Applause.) 

The Chairman briclLy aeknowledge+l 
the compliment. 

The meeting then closed.

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CHAPTER I. 
There being no plays to bo acted at 
the Red Bull, because of thoplaguo, aud 
the players all cast adrift for want of 
employment, certain of us, to wit, Jack 
Dawson and his daughter Moll, Red 
Herring and myself, clubbed our moneys 
together to buy a store of dresses, paint- 
ed cloths, and the like, with a cart and 
horse to cany them, and thus provided 
m i forth to travel the country and turn 
nn honest penny, in those parts where 
the terror of pestilence had not yet 
tinned men's stomachs against the pleas- 
ure of life. And here, at our setting 
out, let me show what kind of company 
we were. First, then, for our master, 
Jack Dawson, who oh no occasion was 
tn bo given a second place. Ho was a 
hale, jolly fellow, who would eat a 
pound of beef for his breakfast (when 
lie con hi get it) and make nothing of 
half ii gallon of ale therewith — a very 
masterful man, but kindly withal, and 
pleasant to look at when not contraried, 
with never a lino of care in his face, 
though turned of CO. Ho played our hu- 
morous parts, but ho had a sweet voice 
fur singing of ditties and could fotch a 
tear as readily as a laugh, and ho was 
also exceeding nimble at a dance, which 
was the strangest tiling in the world, 
considering his great girth. 'Wifohe had 
none, but Moll Dawson was his daugh- 
ter, who was a most sprightly, morry 
littlo wench, but no miracle for beauty, 
being neither child nor woman at this 
time; surprisingly thin, as if her frame 
had grown out of proportion with her 
flesh, so that, her body looked all arms 
and legs, and her head all mouth and 
eyes, with a great tousled mass of 
chestnut hair, which (off the stage) was 
as often as not half tumbled over her 
shoulder. But a quicker littlo baggago I 
at mimicry (she would play any part, 
from an urchin of 10 to a crone of four- 
score), or a livelier at dancing of Bran- | 
tics or the single Coranto never was, I I 
do think, and as morry as a lark. 

Of Red Herring I need only hero say I 
that lie was tho most tearing villain 
imaginable on the stage and off it the 
most civil spoken, honest seeing young 
gentleman. Nor need I troublo to givo 
a very lengthy description of myself. 
What my character was will appear 
hereafter, and, as for my looks, tho less 
I say about thern tho better. Being 
something of a scholar aud a poet, I 
had nearly died of starvation, when 
Jack Dawson gavo 1110 a footing on tho 
stage, where I would play the part of a 
hero in otie act, a lackey in tho second 
and a Merry Audrow in tho third, 
scraping a tune on my fiddle to fill up 
the intermedios. 

Wo had designed to return to London 
as soon as tho plague abated, unless wo 
wero favored with extraordinary good 
fortune, and so when wo heard that tho 
sickness was certainly past aud tho citi- | 
zens recovering of their panic wo, being 
by this time heartily sick of our ven- | 
ture, which at the best gavo us but beg- | 
garly recompense, set about to retraco 
our steps with cheerful expectations of 
better times. But, coming to Oxford, 
we there learned that a prodigious firo 
had burned all London down, from tho 
Tower to Ludgate, so that wero wo 
there wo should find no houso to play 
in. This laid us flat in our hopes and 
set us again to our vagabond enter- 
prise, and so for six months more wo 
scoured tho country in it most miserable 
plight, tho roads being exceedingly foul 
and folks more humored of nights to 
drowse in their chimneys than to sit in 
a draft barn and witness our perform- 
ances, and then about tho middle of 
February wo in a kind of desperation got 
back again to Loudon, only to find that 
wo must go forth again, tho town still 
lying in ruins and no one disposed to 
any land of amusement except in high 
places, where such actors as wo were 
held in contempt 

Sn we, with our hearts in our boots, 
as one may say, set out again to sock 
our fortunes on the Cambridge road, and 
here, witli no better luck than elsewhere, 
for at Tottenham Cross we had tho mis- 
chance to set firo to tho barn wherein wo 
wero playing, by a candle falling in 
sonio loose straw, whereby wo did in jury- 
to the extent of a shilling or two, for 
which tho farmer would have us pay a 
pound, and Jack Dawson stoutly refus- 
ing to satisfy his demand ho sends for 
the constable who locks us all up in tho 
cage that night, to take us before tho 
magistrate in tho morning. And wo 
found to our cost that this magistrate 
had as littlo justice as morey in his com- 
position, for though ho lent a patient 
ear to tho farmer's caso, ho would not 
listen to Jack Dawson's argument, which 
Was good enough, boingto tho effect that 
we had not as much as a pound arnoug 
us, and that ho would rather bo hanged 
than pay it if ho had, and when Red 
Herring (seeing the kind of Puritanical 
fellow ho was) urged that, since tho 
damage was not done by any design ot 
ours, it must bo regarded as a visitation 
of Providence, ho says: " Very good. If 
ic bo the will of Providence that one 
should bo scourged, I take it as tho di- 
vine purpose that I should finish the 
business to scourge tho other. Arid 
therewith he orders the constable to take 
What money wo have from our pookete 
and clap us in the stocks tall sundown 
for payment of tho difference, bo m the 
stocks wo three poor men were stuck for 
six mortal hours, which was a Wicked, 
cruel thing indeed, with tho wind bio 
ing a sort of rainy snow about our ear*, 
and there I do think wo must haye , per- 
ished of cold aud voxtitiou but that oui 



littlo Moll brought us a sheot for a 
cover, and tired not in giving us kind 
words of comfort. 

At C o'clock tho constablo unlocked us 
from our vile confinement, aud I do be- 
liovo wo should have fallen upon him 
and dono him a mischief for his pains 
thero and then but that we wero all 
frozen as stiff as stones witli sitting in 
tho cold so long, and indeed it was some 
time ore we could inovo our limbs at. all. 
However, with much ado, wo hobbled 
on at tho tail of our cart, all three very- 
bitter, but especially Red Herring, who 
cursed horridly and as I had never heard 
him curse off tho stage, saying ho would 
rather have staid in London to carry 
bricks for tho gentry than join us again 
in this damnable adventure, etc. And 
that which incensed him tho moro was 
tho merriment of our Moll, who, seated 
on tho sido of tho cart, could do nothing 
better than make sport of our discon- 
tent. But thero was no malice in her 
laughter, which, if it sprang not from 
sheer lovoof mischief, aroso maybe from 
overflowing joy at our release. 

Coming at dusk to Edmonton and 
finding a fino new inn thoro, called the 
Bell, Jack Dawson leads the cart into 
tho yard, we following without a word 
of demur, and after putting up our trap, 
into tho warm parlor wo go and call for 
supper as boldly as you pleaso. Then, 
when wo hud eaten and drunk till wo 
could no more, all to bed like princes, 
which, after a night in tho cago and a 
day in tho stocks, did seem like a very 
paradise. But how wo wero to pay for 
this entertainment not ono of us knew, 
nor did we greatly care, being made 
quite reckless by our necessities. It was 
tho next morning, when wo mot togeth- 
er at breakfast, that our faces betrayed 
some compunctions, but these did not 
prevent us eating prodigiously. "For," 
whispers Red Herring, "if we aro to bo 
hanged, it may as well bo for a sheep as 
a lamb. " 

However, Jack Dawson, getting on 
tho right side of the landlord, who seem- 
ed a very honest, decent man for an inn- 
keeper, agreed witli him that wo should 
givo a performance that night in a cart 
shed very proper to our purpose, paying 
him half of our taking in payment of 
our entertainment. This did Jack, think- 
ing from our lato ill luck wo should got 
at the most a dozen people in tho six- 
penny benches and a score standing tit 
twopence a head. But it turned out, as 
tho cunning landlord had foreseen, that 
our hanger was packod close to tho very 
door, in consequence of great numbers 
coming to the town in tho afternoon to 
seo a bull baited, so that when Jack 
Dawson closed tho doors and came be- 
hind tho scene to dress for his part ho 
told us ho had as good as £5 in his 
pocket. With that to cheer us wo played 
our tragedy of "Tho Broken Heart" very 
merrily, and after that, changing our 
dress in a twinkling, Jack Dawson, dis- 
guised tis a wild man, and Moll, as a 
wood nymph, came on to the stago to 
dance a pastoral, while I, in tho fashion 
of a satyr, stood on one side plying tho 
fiddle to their footing. Then, all being 
done, Jack thanks the company fen- thoir 
indulgence and bids 'em good night. 

And now, before all the company are 
yet out of the placo, and while Jack 
Dawson is wiping the sweat from his 
face, comes t lie landlord and asks pretty 
bluntly to be paid his .-hare of our earn- 
ings. 

"Well," says .lack in a huff, "I see 
no reason for any such haste, but if you 
will give me time to put on my breech- 
es you shall be paid all tho same. " And 
therewith he takes down his trunks from 
tho nai 1 where they hung. And first giv-

ing thorn a doubtful shako, as seeming 
lighter than he expected, and hearing 
no chink of money, ho thrusts his hand 
into one pocket, and then into tho other, 
and cries in dismay: "Heaven's mercy 
upon us! Wo aro robbed I Every penny 
of our money is gone I" 

"Can you think of -nothing better than 
such an idle story as that?" says the 
landlord. "There hath boon nono behind 
this sheet but yourselves all the night. " 

Wo could make *no reply to this, but 
stood gaping at each other in a maze for 
somo seconds. Then Jack Dawson, To- 
covering his wits, turns him round and 
looking about cries, "Why, where's Red 
Herring?" 

"If you mean him as was killed in 
your play," says tho landlord, "I'll an- 
swer for it lie's not far oil', for, to my 
knowledge, ho was in tho houso drink- 
ing with a man while you wero a-dano- 
( ing of your tutics like a fool. And I 



only hope you may be as honest a man 
as ho, for ho paid for his liquor like a 
gentleman. ' ' 

That settled the question, fo; wo 
know tho constablo had left novcr a 
penny in his pocket when ho clapped us 
in tho stocks. 

"Well," says Jack, "ho has our mon- 
ey, as you may prove by searching us, 
and if you havo faith in him 'tis all as 
ono, and you may rest easy for your 
reckoning being paid against his ro- 
turn. " 

Tho landlord wont off, vowing ho 
would tako tho law of us if ho wero not 
paid by tho morning, and we, as soon 
as wo had shuffled on our clothes, away 
to hunt for Ned, thinking that maybe 
ho had made off with the money to 
avoid paying half to tho landlord, and 
hopiug always that, though ho might 
play tho roguo with him, he would deal 
honestly by us. But wo could find no 
trace of him, though wo visited overy 
alehouso in tho town, and so back wo 
go, crestfallen, to tho Boll, to beg tho 
innkeeper to givo us a night's lodging 
and a crust of bread on the speculation 
that Ned would como back and settle 
our accounts, but. ho would not listen to 
our prayers, and so, hungry and thirsty, 
and miserablo beyond expression, we 
wero fain to make up with a loft over 
tho stables, where, thanks to a good 
storo of sweet hay, wo soon forgot our 
troubles in sleep, but not before wo had 
concerted to get away in tho morning be- 
times to escape another day in tho stocks. 

Accordingly, boforo the break of day, 
wo wero afoot, and after noiselessly 
packing our effects in tho cart in tho 
misty gray light, Jack Dawson goes into 
tho stablo to harness our nag, whilo I as 
silently take down tho heavy bar that 
fastened tho yard gato. But whilo I was 
yet fumbling at the bolts, and all of a 
shako for fear of being caught in the 
act, Jack Dawson comes to me, with 
Moll holding of his hand, as sho would 
when our troubles wero great, aud says 
in a tone of despair: 

"Givo over, Kit. Wo are all undone 
again. For o. r harness is stole, and 
thoro's never another I can tako in its 
placo. " 

Whilo wo wero at this stumblo, out 
comes our landlord to mako sport of us. 
"Havo you found your money yet, 
friends?" says he, with a sneer. 

"No," says Jack savagely, "and our 
money is not all that wo havo lost, for 
somo villain has filched our nag's har- 
ness, and I warrant you know who ho 
is. " 

"Why, to ho sure, " returns tho other, 
"tho same friend may have taken it who 
has gono astray with your other bolong- 
ings; but, bo that as it may, I'll answer 
for it when your money is found your 
harness will bo forthcoming and not be- 
fore. ' ' 

"Como, master," says I, "have you 
no moro heart than to make merry at 
the mischances of threo poor wretches 
such as wo?" 

"Aye," says he, "when yon can show- 
that you deserve better treatment. " 

"Done, " says Jack "I'll show you 
that as quickly as you pleaso." With 
that ho whips oil' his cap, and flinging 
it on tho ground cries: "Off with your 
jacket, 111:111, and let us provo by such 
moans as heaven has given all which is 
the honester of us two." And so he 
squares himself up to fight, but tho inn- 
keeper, though as big a man as he, be- 
ing of a spongy constitution, showed no 
relish for this mode of argument, turned 
his back on us with a shako of tho head, 
saying ho was very well satisfied of his 
own honesty, and if wo doubted it wo 
could seek what satisfaction the law- 
would givo us, adding slyly, as ho turn- 
ed at tho door, that ho could recommend 
us a magistrate of his acquaintance, 
naming him who had sot us in the stocks 
at Tottenham Crosa 

Tho very hint of this put us again in 
a quake, and now, tho snow beginning 
to fall pretty heavily, wo went into tho 
shed to cast about as to what on earth 
wo should do next. Thero wo sat, glum 
and silent, watching idly tho big flakes 
of snow fluttering down from tho leaden 
sky, for not ono of us could imagine a 
way out of this hobble. 

"Holy Mother I" cries Jack at length, 
springing up in a passion, "wo cannot 
sit hero and -starve of cold and hunger. 
Cuddle up to my arm, Moll, and do you 
bring your fiddle, Kit, and let ns try 
our luck a-begging in alehouses. " 

And so wo trudged out into tho driv- 
ing snow, that blinded us as wo walked, 
bow our heads as wo might, and tried 
ono alehouse after tho other, but all to 
no purposo, tho parlors being empty be- 
causo of tho early hour and tho snow 
keeping folks within doors. Only, about 
midday, somo carters, who had pulled 
up at an inn, took pity on us and gave 
us a mug of penny alo aud half a loaf, 
and that was all the food wo had tho 
wholo miserable day. 

Then at dusk, wet footed and fagged 
out in mind and body, wo trudged back 
to tho Bell, thinking to got back into 
tho loft and bury ourselves in tho sweet 
hay for warmth and comfort. But com- 
ing hither, wo found our nag turned out 
of tho stablo and tho door locked, sc 
that wo wero thrown quito into despair 
by tho loss of this last poor ' hopo, and 
poor Moll, turning her face away from 
us, burst out a-crying — sho who all day 
had set us a bravo example by her cheer- 
ful, merry spirit.

cutter Britannia. She is said to have 
been improved by slight alterations and 
re-coppering. The Britannia will take 
part m the Mediterranean regatta. 

The Duke of Devonshire has been en- 
tertaining the King of the Belgians at 
Chatworth Castle, in the Peak district, 
Derbyshire. On Thursday the Duke and 
bis guests, accompanied by the Prince of 
Wales, visited Olympia in order to see 
the bicycle races, which were the great 
attraction there. The King returned to 
Brussels on Friday. 

The Marquis of Qneensbery writes to 
the preta regarding statements with re- 
spect to Lord Sholto Douglas, his son, 
who married Loretta Addis, an actress of 
California. He says he allowed Lord 
Sholto £300 ($1,500), yearly, as he did all 
his younger brothers. He added, "if 
my sons go to distant lands and choose 
to marry musie hall singers without my 
leave they must take the consequences. 
The Marquis, in his remarkable letter, 
discussed the alleged reasons for what 
he looks upon as 

America's hatred of the knglisii. 
He says he served on a British war 
ship during the civil war; that the 
" feeling of this country was entirely for 
smashing the Union, and that our men 
used to sing nightly, while lying off 
New Orleans, surrounded by half a 
dozen Federal ships, "The Bonny Blue 
Flag." "1 fancy," lie says, "it we 
were fighting to preserve the union here 
with Ireland that in Portsmouth har- 
bor a Yankee crew would be singing 
"The Wearing of the Green." 

Mucli disgust is felt in the Quorn 
Hunt at Lord Lonsdale's arbitrary 
methods. He is accused of trying to 
imitate his friend Emperor William of 
Germany. On Wednesday last, during 
a check which occurred soon after the 
hunt started, Lord Lonsdale got into a 
dispute with a former master of the 
hounds, who is still a prominent mem- 
ber of the Quorn Hunt, and althougl 
the day's sport was but just commenced, 
he immediately stopped the hunt and 
sent the hounds to their kennels, thus 
disappointing a large field. 

Recently statements have appeared in 
the London papers claiming that the 
Foreign oflice was preparing elaborate 
maps and an extended report on all the 
phases of the Venezuelan question. In 
regard to this statement a high official 
at tiie foreign olilce says: " We are not 
preparing new or special maps, for we 
are satisfied with those now in use. The 
statement, now largely circulated, was 

.made out ok whole cloth. 
While Lord Salisbury has not yet an 
thorized us to announce the fact, we 
may say he is preparing a full report on 
the whole matter, which will undoubt- 
edly be submitted to parliament soon 
after it assembles on February 11," 
When asked about the cable despatches, 
etc., which the Daily Chronicle has been 
publishing from Washington, a foreign 
otlieial remarked : " We are inclined to 
think that tho letters referred to are 
copies of certain documents relating to 
the matter which were published in 
Paris, some years ago. at the instigation 
of the Venezuelan government, and do 
not cover the entire ground, aa they 
seem only extracts taken at random 
here and there. While they are un- 
doubtedly authentic as far as the}' go, 
they have not been accepted by the 
British government as determinate in 
the matter." 

The U. 8. Ambassador, Mr. Bayard, 
being asked if he had any official infor- 
mation that Lord Salisbury was prepar- 
ing a special report on the Venezuelan 
question replied, "I have nothing ofli- 
cial on the matter, but, have of course, 
heard it intimated that such was the 
fact and am heartily glad to know that 
it is so as it will undoubtedly tend to 
expedite matters. 1 do not know 
whether this matter published by the 
Chronicle was taken from what was 
published in Paris some years ago, nor 
do I know the exact source of these 
documents. They may have been the 
work of Gusmnn Blanco, who once repre- 



sented the Venezuelan government at 
Paris. He was an able man, who had 
acquired a large fortune, and represented 
his government in various diplomatic 
matters." 

Ever since the beginning of the trou- 
ble in the Transvaal it has been neces- 
sary to dispatch the news which Rt. 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of 
State for the Colonies, gave out by a 
relay of messengers. These extended 
from the steps of the Colonial ofliees 
into Charles street around to the corner 
of King street, where an imposing array 
of cabs was in waiting. Each item of 
information was passed along the lines 
to the last messenger in each line, who 
quickly entered the waiting vehicle and 
dashed off to the newspaper offices.

which was aroused by the German Em- 
peror's telegram to President Kruger, 
continues to manifest itself in various 
ways, and at. the theatres any allusion 
to Germany is received with groans by 
the gallery and pit, while the national 
anthem, " Cod Save the Queen," which 
is included at every performance at most 
of the theatres, is received with cheera 
and the universal raising of hats by 
the dispersing audience in decided con- 
trast to the carelessness with which it 
was generally received a few weeks ago. 
While hostility to Germany is every- 
where shown, quite the reverse has been 
the ease in regard to the t'nitcd States 
even at the height of the difficulty with 
Great Britain over the Venezuelan mat- 
ter. A notable instance of this is seen 
nightly at the Drury Lime theatre pan- 
tomime. In this "the American Hag, 
with allusions to the United States, is 
brought ii> on several occasions. In 
fact, the flag iB rather flaunted before 
the Britishers, but ]mn never provoked 
any hostile aemonstration. Indeed, us 
the clown links arms with Lfncle Sam 
and says "Well, we are not going to 
quarrel with our cousins about Vene- 
zuela," or sonic remark of. that kind, 
the most cordial approval is given to the 
sentiment by the audience. 

Although matters look decidedly more 
peaceful than thsy did a week or so ago, 
the production of war material here ap- 
pears to have increased rather than 
'diminished. The stuff of workmen at 
the dockyards and arsenals has been in- 
creased largely, and it is looked upon as 
being significant and having a direct 
bearing upon the future that the work- 
men have been mostly promised per- 
manent employment.

The weather, 
too, militated against a pleasant game, 
making it also disagreeable for the large 
gathering of spectators who, however, 
were frequently compelled to forget their 
miseries by some amusing splutters in 
the mud. It was the first game played 
for the British Columbia challenge cup 
and resulted, though not so easily as the 
score indicates, in a victory of live goals 
to none. 

The Wellingtons won the toss and 
started the game with a very 
strong wind in their favor.

Departure of the "Silverhow" With 
Salmon Cargo— The "Falcon" 
Abandoned. 



A formal inquiry into the loss of the un- 
fortunate Janet Cowan has been opened 
by British Vice-Consul Klocker at Port 
Townsend, and the story of the striking 
of the ship has again been told in sworn 
depositions, which also give an emphatic 
contradiction to the cruel libel circu- 
lated from Port Townsend as to Captain 
Thompson having been in liquor when 
he lost his ship. The report brought to 
this city by the Louise on her arrival 
that the fleet of the Puget Sound Tug- 
boat Company was busily employed in 
stripping the wreck was also given a Hat 
contradiction yesterday by the owning 
towboat company. Alter pronounc- 
ing the report made to Collector Milne 
in this connection " absolutely and un- 
quallfiedly false," Captain Libby, man- 
ager of the tugboat company, proceeds 
to " state the facts of the case." lie 
says : 

'' When the Tyee returned from the 
scene of the wreck with but a portion of 
the ill-fnted ship's crew, we at once dis- 
patched the tugs HolyOke and Pioneer, 
with instructions to get the remainder 
of the crew, and if there was anything of 
value to be saved to save it, bring it to 
this port and turn it over to the British 
vice-consul. Up to thiB writing the tugs 
have not tetumed, but wo have received 
a telegram from Captain Gove, of the 
Tyee, which fully explains itself . Upon 
the first trip of the Tyee we got one 
ship's bou t and two chronometers, which 
we*turned over to Mr. Klocker, the 
British vice-consul at this place. 
The reason the Tyee did not 
remain long enough to get the 
entire crew, was that the mate and 
one seaman were sadly in need of imme- 
diate medical attendance, and it was 
represented to the Captain of the Tyee 
that they were all right for days and 
even months. Should it so be that 
either of our tugs have any thing taken 
from the wreck you can rest assured 
that they will be handled in an honest 
way, as before mentioned. We do not 
wish to be placed in a false position 
when endeavoring to relieve suffering 
humanity and save property, for which 
we ask no compensation." 

The telegram referred to in Captain 
Libby's statement published above 
reads thus : 

Neaii Bay, Jan. 14, 1890. 
To P. S. T. It. Co Port Townsend: 

The remainder of crew of Janet Cowan 
are at Cannanab lighthouse except the 
steward, who went up on Princess Louise. 
Nothing at wreck worth saving. Princess 
Louise stopped at Carmanab yesterday. 
Don't know that she took crew on".

The agreement with France regarding 
Siam, previously referred to, is insisted 
upon as being most important in view of 
the fact that it is said to have settled a 
question which might at any time have 
led to serious differences between Great 
Britain and France.

of the English and French possessions 
in the Niger basin. The settlement of 
the latter question no doubt will do 
much to remove the bad blood which 
has existed for some time past between 
France and Great Britain, as it will dis- 
arm the Chauvinist French colonial 
party who used to shriek against Great 
Britain.
